ING THE PLOT AND TRICK OF THE JAPANESE GOVERNMENT TO HAMPER 
THE RETURN HOME OF THE KOREAN CITIZENS IN JAPAN 


September 19, 1959 


Dear comrades, 
Citizens of Pyongyang, 

The question of the return home of the Ko- 
rean citizens in Japan is a pressing one relat- 
ed with the life and death of hundreds of thou- 
sands of our fellow countrymen who have 
been suffering for a long time in an alien land 
from harsh maltreatment and national con- 
tempt. 

Having resolved, afiér long difficulties and 
hardships, to return to their fatherland—the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea—in 
quest of the means of living, our fellow coun- 
trymen in Japan have unfolded an unyielding 
struggle for the realization of their resolve 
over the past years. 

The entire Korean people have consistently 


given warm support and encouragement to 


their desire to return home, and made 


active efforts for its realization. 

The movement of the Korean nationals in 
Japan for returning to their longed-for home- 
land thas had the active support of the con- 
scientious public of Japan and ‘the unbiased 
public opinion throughout the world. 

Our sincere and persevering efforts for the 
realization of the return home of the Korean 
citizens in Japan have recently resulted in the 
signing of the agreement on the return home 
of the Korean citizens in Japan between the 
Red Cross organizations of Korea and Japan. 

All honest-minded peoples of the world, not 
to speak of the Korean and Japanese peoples, 
warmly hailed the signing of the agreement 
as a victory of humanitarianism. 
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The possibility was at last opened up for 
the realization of the ardent desire of our 
compatriots in Japan to return to their dear 
homeland which they could never forget even 
in their dreams. 

It is already over one month since the sign- 
ing of the agreement on repatriation between 
the Red Cross organizations of Korea and 
Japan. 

During that time we have been closely fol- 
lowing how the Japanese side was imple- 
menting the agreement. We had expected that 
the pressing desire of the Korean citizens in 
Japan to return home would be realized 
without any hitch. 

Large numbers of our compatriots in 
Japan, who were impatiently waiting, with 
all their household goods packed, for their re- 
patriation, are now ready to embark on the re- 
patriation ship. 

The only thing left to be done is for the 
Japanese side to send them back to their 
fatherland. But at this juncture when the 
question on repatriation has become a prac- 
tical matter, the Japanese authorities are 
coming out with sinister plots to obstruct the 
repatriation of the Korean citizens in Japan. 

The Japanese side, in violation of the inter- 
national convention which it signed and pro- 
mised to implement, is throwing a grave ob- 
stacle in the road of carrying out the repa- 
triation agreement. The Japanese Red Cross 
Society deliberately included in the “Guide 
Book” on details of the repatriation work 
perfidious provisions totally contravening the 
principles and spirit of the agreement between 
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the Red Cross organizations of Korea and 
Japan. 

The “Guide Book” provides that the Japa- 
nese side should conduct on two occasions de 
facto the ‘confirmation of will” of the re- 
turnees, although it had affirmed in the 
course of bilateral talks at Geneva that it 
“would not in any case carry out” the “con- 
firmation of will.” 

According to the “Guide Book,” the Japa- 
nese side is io ‘‘confirm their will” in the form 
of hearing them when they submit applica- 
tions for returning home, and again “confirm 
their will” by holding an individual talk with 
each of them in a “special room” set up in the 
Niigata port, the place of embarkation. 

This represents an utterly unreasonable 
machination of the Japanese side to revive 
the system of the “confirmation of will”, the 
unreasonableness of which was thoroughly 
exposed and which was deleted at the Geneva 
talks between both sides. 

We cannot but express astonishmeni at 
such a perfidious attitude of the Japanese side. 

Moreover, the Japanese side provided for 
confining in the train the homebound Korean 
citizens in Japan, shutting up the train and 
prohibiting them from having any contact with 
the outside. It even forbids them to wave the 
national flag of their dear fatherland. 

The Koreans in Japan are neither criminals 
nor prisoners of war. They are honourable 
citizens of the D.P.R.K. Then why should they 
return home confined in the train as if they 
were in detention? 

We cannot tolerate such acts of trampling 
upon rudimentary human rights and such na- 
tional insult to the Korean citizens. 

No terms for all this are to be found in any 
provision of the agreement between the Red 
Cross organizations of Korea and Japan. The 
terms are fabricated by the Japanese side in 
unilateral violation of the cardinal principles 
and spirit of the agreement. 

We cannot trace any vestige of sincerity in 
the Japanese side which commits the perfidi- 
ous act of trampling upon the agreement in 
less than one month since its signing. 

These acts of the Japanese side perpetrated 
openly before the eyes of the world people 
constitute not only a beirayal of international 
morality, but also a grave betrayal of lofty 
principles of humanitarianism, which it claims 
to stand for. 

Since the question of the return home of 
the Korean citizens in Japan has entered the 
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practical stage, the extremely embarrassed 
betrayers of humanitarianism, casting aside 
all of their masks, are revealing more naked- 
ly the ugliness of their true nature, 

The Japanese authorities are resorting to 
every conceivable means to suppress and 
trample under foot the will of the Korean 
citizens in Japan to return home. 

They went so far as to arrest and imprison 
on umnwarrantable charges our compatriots 
who had clearly expressed their desire to re- 
turn home and stood in the van of the ranks 
of repatriates. 

As was already reported, on September 13, 
the Japanese police have arrested the Korean 
citizens who, desiring to return home, were 
expecting to embark on the first repatriation 
ship from Niigata. 

We do not think it fortuitous that the arrest 
by the Japanese police of those desiring to re- 
turn home took place at Niigata, the very port 
of their embarkation. 

It is obvious that the Japanese authorities 
are out to suppress the will of those desirous 
of returning home by creating an atmosphere 
of terror through the arrest of our innocent 
compairiots, and to obstruct their repatriation 
and utilize the matter for another political 
design. 

Of late, the Japanese authorities are openly 
obstructing the realization of the return home 
of the Korean citizens in Japan, utilizing the 
fate of the Korean citizens in Japan for poli- 
tical bargaining with the puppet Syngman 
Rhee clique at the “ROK-Japan talks” that 
reopened under the manipulation of the U.S. 
imperialists. 

From the outset, the Government of the 
D.P.R.K. categorically opposed and denounc- 
ed the “ROK-Japan talks” engineered under 
the manipulation of the U.S. imperialists, and 
warned time and again the Japanese authori- 
ties that no question related with the interests 


of the entire Korean people should be discus- 


sed unilaterally with the Syngman Rhee cli- 
que. 

However, even before the ink on the sig- 
nature to the repatriation agreement has 
dried, the Japanese authorities, by raising the 
question of “legal status’ of the Korean 
citizens in Japan at the ‘“ROK-Japan talks,” 
are revealing that they are actively 
participating in the sinister schemes of the 
U.S. imperialists and Syngman Rhee clique 
and are in conspiration with them. 

It is ridiculous that the traitorous Syng- 
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man ‘Rhee clique, who are completely rejected 
by the Korean people as the true puppets of 
the U.S. imperialists, are demanding the 
“legal status” of the Korean citizens in Japan 
and “indemnity” at the “ROK-Japan talks.” 

The traitorous Syngman Rhee clique, who 
are maintaining the rest of their days only 
under the bayonets of the U.S. imperialists, 
cannot represent any single one of the Korean 
people, nor are they entitled to discuss any 
question which runs counter to the interests 
of the Korean people. 

As is well known, the misrule of the U.S. 
imperialists and Syngman Rhee clique have 
produced an unprecedentedly miserable reali- 
ty in South Korea. 

Millions of unemployed and semi-unem- 
ployed, and millions of foodless peasants and 
those who have left their farm land, are now 
roaming the towns and villages in South Ko- 
rea. All this bespeaks the hard living of 
the South Korean people driven inio a dire 
predicament. ; 

The traitorous Syngman Rhee clique, who 
has turned South Korea into a land of unpre- 
cedented misery and disaster, went so far as 
to attempt to forcibly send our South Korean 
compatriots, who have lost all means of earn- 
ing their livelihood, to far-off alien countries 
under the camouflage of “emigration.” 

The political and economic bankruptcy in 
South Korea is being aggravated with each 
passing day, and the rule of the Syngman 
Rhee clique is shaken to its foundation. 

It is really too absurd for the puppet Syng- 
man Rhee clique, whose days are numbered, 
to talk about the Korean citizens in Japan and 
their “legal status.” The U.S. imperialists and 
Syngman Rhee clique are not in the least 
concerned about the “legal status” of the Ko- 
rean citizens in Japan. They are only interest- 
ed in hindering under various pretexts their 
return to the D.P.R.K. 

_The U.S. imperialists and Syngman Rhee 
clique, hampering in every way the return to 
the D.P.R.K. of the Korean citizens in Japan, 
are going to leave them in the present. miser- 
able living conditions. 

With this in view, the U.S. imperialists, in 
collusion with the Japanese authorities, are 
staging a dirty farce to deceive and tempt the 
Korean citizens in Japan by talking about 
raising a paltry sum under the label of 
“Gndemnity.” But their foolish attempt will 
deceive no one. 

This is an unpardonable trick, playing with 
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the fate of the Korean citizens in Japan, who 
are hanging between life and death. 

We cannot but draw attention to the fact 
that the Japanese authorities are participating 
as a conspirator in such sinister acts of ob- 
structing the return of the Korean citizens in 
Japan to the Republic by all means and 
methods. 

Our compatriots in Japan, who had been 
forcibly taken to Japan by the Japanese im- 
perialists in the past, have long been subject- 
ed to back-breaking labour and all kinds of 
maltreatment and contempt. 

We cannot but fee] national indignation at 
the fact that the Japanese authorities are 
openly participating in the plot of the U.S. 
imperialists and Syngman Rhee clique who 
are out to oppose and obstruct the repatria- 
tion to the D.P.R.K. of the long-suffering Ko- 
rean nationals in Japan, at a time when they 
are impatiently waiting to return to the em- 
brace of their prosperous and developing fa- 
therland. 

What is the intention of the Japanese au- 
thorities in hindering the return home of the 
Korean citizens in Japan who are eagerly 
looking forward to the day of departure, with 
all their household goods packed? 

To delay any longer the repatriation of the 
Korean citizens in Japan constitutes an un- 
pardonable crime from the viewpoint of 
justice and humanitarianism. 

Dear comrades, 

Citizens of Pyongyang, 

Urgent indeed is the situation of the Kore- 
an citizens in Japan who are impatiently 
waiting for the day of their repatriation. 

We cannot remain indifferent to the urgent 


situation of our dear compatriots, who share 


with us the same blood of our forefathers and 
are now groaning in the dire predicament at 
the crossroads of life and death in an alien 
land, finding no means of earning a liveli- 
hood. 

We strongly denounce the schemes and 
plots to obstruct the realization of the pres- 
sing desire of our compatriots to return home. 

The Japanese authorities should immedi- 
ately withdraw the unlawful provisions from 
the “Guide Book,” and immediately stop all 
their mean acts of suppressing the desire to 
return home of the Korean citizens in Japan 
through threat, blackmail and various other 
barbarous means. 

_ We strongly demand that the Japanese au- 
thorities give up their political bargaining

with the Syngman Rhee clique, strictly abide 
by the repatriation agreement and send back 
our compatriots to their fatherland—the 
D.P.R.K.—according to their wish, 


Our country, which is prosperous and is de- 
veloping by leaps and bounds, is all prepared 
to receive the returning Korean citizens from 
Japan. 


Our country is in an era of unprecedented 
upsurge in all political, economic and cultural 
fields. 

Our national economy, developing at un- 
precedented rapid pace, has entered the all- 
round technical reconstruction period. Our in- 
dustrial output, which has grown at the high 
annual rate of more than 40 per cent in recent 
years, grew by 75 per cent in the first half 
of this year compared with the corresponding 
period of last year. 

The machine-building and metal-working 
industries—the key to the heavy industry— 
grew 40 times last year compared with 1946. 

Based on the socialist rural economy after 
the completion of co-operativization, our agri- 
cultural productive forces are also witnessing 
rapid development. 

Last year we produced twice as much grain 
as in 1946. 

The technical and cultural revolutions, too, 
are being successfully carried out in our towns 
and countryside. 

Having reached the high eminence of the 
First Five-Year Plan, which is of epochal 
significance for socialist construction in our 
country, we are now looking forward to a 
still brighter morrow. 

We are speeding on a winged horse under 
the wise guidance of the Party Central Com- 
mittee headed by Comrade Kim II Sung, 
along the high road toward victory. 

Our compatriots in Japan, who have such a 


prosperous and developing fatherland, are 
proud citizens of an independent country. 
Firmly based on these achievements, we 


‘will ensure our returning compatriots a stabi- 


lized and happy life. 

Our people will not allow their compatriots 
in Japan, who have now a glorious _father- 
land, to groan from non-rights and live in 
the mire of poverty. 

We regard it our noble compatriotic duty to 
relieve from suffering our compatriots in 
Japan, who are hovering between life and 
death. 

We once again strongly demand that the 
Japanese authorities immediately put an end 
to their perfidious acts of trampling upon 
humanitarianism and international trust, 
sincerely fulfil the obligation of sending back 
the Korean citizens in Japan to the D.P.R.K. 
according to their wish. 

The satisfactory solution of the question 
of the return home of the Korean citizens in 
Japan is of great significance in expanding 
and developing the friendly relations be- 
tween the Korean and Japanese peoples. 

It is a humanitarian duty of all honest- 
minded people to relieve the Korean citizens 
in Japan from their dire situation, by help- 
ing them return to their fatherland. 

We firmly believe that the broader sec- 
tions of Japanese public will render positive 
support and encouragement as_ heretofore in 
the struggle for making the Japanese autho- 
rities fulfil the agreement on the  repatria- 
tion of the Korean citizens in Japan and 
realizing their repatriation. 

If the Japanese authorities refuse the 
unanimous demand of the Korean people and 
the world peace-loving peoples, they cannot 
escape further strong condemnation and 
must bear all the responsibilities for the con- 
sequences arising therefrom,

One month has passed since the agreement 
on the return home of the Korean citizens, in 
Japan was signed between the Red Cross 
organizations of Korea and Japan. 

fhe Korean people as well as the Japanese 
people and all men of the world who value 
human rights and freedom expect that the 
Japanese side will repatriate the Korean 
citizens in Japan strictly in accordance with 
the agreement. 

However, even before the ink on the agre- 
ement on the repatriation of the Korean 
citizens in Japan signed between the Red 
Cross organizations of Korea and Japan 
dried, the Japanese Red Cross Society is 
openly perpetrating the act of violating 
flagrantly the content of the agreement. 

The violations of the agreement by the 
Japanese side found naked expression in the 
so-called “Guide Book” published by the 
Japanese Red Cross Society on September 
3, stipulating the details on the implementa- 
tion of the repatriation of the Korean citizens 
in Japan. 

According to the so-called “Guide Book,” 
the Japanese Red Cross Society will inter- 
rogate the applicants one by one as to 
“whether their decision was made in ac- 
cordance with their free will” when it 
receives the applications for repatriation and 
will “confirm the will’ of the repatriates by 
meeting them one by one in a “‘spccial room” 
set up in the Niigata port, the place of 
embarkation. 

This is aimed at forcing the Korean citi- 
zens in Japan to change their will to return 
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free will, and constitues a heinous 
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home, by unhesitatingly carrying out the 
“confirmation of their will’ and the ‘“scre- 
ening’ of them, breaking the sacred commi- 
tments made at the bilateral talks between 
Korea and Japan. 

Moreover, the “Guide Book” provides for 
confining in the train the homebound Korean 
citizens in Japan, shutting up the train and 
prohibiting them from thaving any contact 
with the outside so they cannot meet on the 
way even their relatives and friends. 

This represents an attempt to treat like 
criminals the Korean citizens in Japan-who 
are returning home in accordance with their 
act of 
trampling upon human rights. 

The Korean Red Cross Society has already 
called the attention of the Japanese side to 
such unjust attempt and strongly demanded 
it to put an immediate end to this and fai- 
thfully carry out the work of repatriating the 
Korean citizens in Japan. 

This notwithstanding, the Japanese Red 
Cross Sociely is not withdrawing the unjust 
provisions contained in the “Guide Book” 
which contravene the repatriation agree- 
ment, but is continuously perpetrating acts of 
violating the agreement. 

Recenily, for the purpose of extremely res- 
tricting the applicants for returning home, 
they announced that the returnees who want 
to embark on the first and second repatria- 
tion ships should submit applications within 
five days, by September 25, after declaring 
that the application form for returning home 
would be accepted from September 21, and 
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thus are creating a deliberate obstacle in the 
return home of the Korean citizens in Japan. 

The Japanese authorities even went so far 
as to commit on September 13, in the 
Niigata port, the intolerable act of illegally 
arresting and imprisoning persons 
to return home by mobilizing the police. 

All these facts are clear proof that the 
Japanese side is violating most flagrantly 
the agreement on the repatriation of the Ko- 
rean citizens in Japan signed between the 
Red Cross organizations of Korea and Japan. 

Now the Japanese side is scheming to sup- 
press the will of the repatriates by exerting 
pressure upon them from outside and 
encourage the destructive activity of the as- 
saulters against the repatriates. 

Such acts the Japanese Red Cross Society 
is committing are an open challenge to 
humanitarianism, an attempt to foil the 
realization of the return of the Korean citi- 
zens in Japan to the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea and open treacherous acts. 

This is a despicable trick for currying 
favour with the U.S. imperialists and the 
Syngman Rhee clique who are resorting to 
nefarious machinations, doggedly opposing 
the return of the Korean citizens in Japan to 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea. 

The Korean people can not tolerate the 
attempt of the Japanese Red Cross Society to 
use the question of the return home of the 
Korean citizens in Japan for an unjust politi- 
cal bargaining, instead of correctly im-

The Korean people are making all-round 
preparations for receiving the Korean citi- 
zens in Japan who are desirous of returning 
to their fatherland. 

At present the Korean citizens in Japan 
are in sore straits. They are suffering from 
poverty and non-rights. 

To return to the longed-for fatherland, 
freeing themselves from this miserable state 
as early as possible, the Korean citizens in 
Japan have packed up and are now eagerly 
awaiting the day of departure. 

The Japanese Red Cross Society, without 
creating any obstacle, must send back to 
their fatherland at an early date the Korean 


citizens in Japan who are burning with the 


desire to return home. 

If the Japanese side does not give up its 
attempt to hinder for an unjust political 
purpose the return of the Korean citizens in 
Japan to the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea in violation of the agreement 
between the two sides of Korea and Japan, 
it should bear fully responsiblity for all the 
consequences arising therefrom.

Today the northern part of the Republic has 
been converted into an area free from natural 
calamities thanks to the basic completion of 
the overall irrigation in the rural areas and 
the successful carrying out of forest and water 
conservancy, and here the national economy 
is rapidly developing and people’s living im- 
proving on a firm foundation. 


The Government of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea and the entire people can- 
not look on with folded arms at the afflicted 
compatriots in the southern part who are 
wandering about the roads with the severe 
winter approaching. 


Expressing deep sympathy with the people 
in the southern part of the country who are 
undergoing grave calamities today and con- 
sidering that it is a lofty compatriotic duty to 
render material aid for relieving them im- 
mediately, representing the will of the entire 
Korean people, the Cabinet of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea decides as follows: 
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1. To deliver, to begin with, the following.

Members: Rim Kye Chul, Chairman of the 
State Planning Commission, Ro Taik Suk, 
Director of the Genera] Bureau of Material 
Supply under the Cabinet, Kim Chun Hai, 
Co-Chairman of the Central Committee of the 
United Democratic Fatherland Front, Li Hyo 
Soon, Chairman of the Central Committee of 
the General Federation of Trade Unions of 
Korea, Kang Jin Kun, Chairman of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Korean Peasants’ U- 
nion, Pak Jung Ai, Chairman of the Central 


Committee of the Korean Democratic 
Women’s Union, Pak Yong Kook, Chairman 
of the Central Committee of the Korean 
Democratic Youth League, Kim Eung Ki, 
Chairman of the Central Committee of the 
Korean Red Cross Society. 

The Relief Committee for the South Korean 
Sufferers, the Central Committee of the 
General Federation of Trade Unions of Korea, 
the Central Committee of the Korean Peas- 
ants’ Union, the Central Committee of the 
Korean Democratic Youth League and the 
Central Committee of the Korean Democratic 
Women’s Union are entrusted with taking 
practical measures for delivering the relief 
goods to the sufferers in the southern part of 
the country. 

3. The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea is ready to receive 
any time the sufferers in the sotthern part 
when they come to the northern part of the 
Republic seeking the road to salvation.
